I have examined with cure, ihe bill which 


originated in thu Senate and has passed the 
two housi'ri of Congress, to ainund an act 
entitled "an act to establish n bejuireiui for 
the relief of fruedmen and refugees, nnd for 
other purposes." 
Having wiLh much regret 


: conclusion that it. would not be 


consistent with ihe public wuifaru to give my 
approval to the measure, I return tlie bill to 
tbe Senate with my objections to its becom- 
ing a law. 


I might call to mind in advance of these 


objections, that there is no immediate neces- 
sity for the proposed truasure. The act to 
establish a bureau (or the relief of freedmen 
nnd refugees, which Mas approved 
in the 


month of March last, bus nut yet expired. 
It was thought stringent and extensive 
enough for the purpose iu view. 
Before it 


ceases to haveedect, further experience mny 
assist to guide us to a wise conclusion as to 
the policy to hi' adopted in times of peace. 
I have with congress thu strongest uesir LO 
lo secure the freedmen 
and the full enjoy- 


ment of their freedom and their proprey, and 
their entire independence, and equality in 
making contracts for their Itibcr ; and the bill 
before HIO contains provisions, which, in my 
opinion, are not vrarntt'd by the constitution, 
and iirc not well suited to acomplish the end 
in view. The bill proposes to establish by nn 
act of Congress, military jurisdiction ovor all 
parts of the United Slates, containing refu- 
gees nnd freedmen. 
Tt would, by its very 


nature, apply with most forcu to those parts 
of thu United States in which the freedmen 
most abound, and it expressly extends the 
existing temporary jurisdiction of the Frecd- 
rncn's Bureau-with'.greatly enlarged powers 
over those states in which the ordinary 
cuursc of judicial proceedings has been, inter- 
rupted by tbe,rebellion. 
Tho source from 


which this military jurisdiction is to ema- 
nate, ia none other tlu-.n tin; President of the 
United States, acting through the War De- 
partment, and Commissioner of the Freed- 
men's Bureau. The agents to carry out this 
military jurisdiction arc to be selected from 
the army or from civil life. 
Tbe country is 


to be divided into districts and sub districts, 
nnd the number of salaried agents to be. cm*- 
ployed may ,be equal to tlie number of coun- 
ties and parishes in all of the United States 
where the freedmen and: refugees are to be 
found. 
The subject over which1 this milita- 


ry jurisdiction is to extend in every part of 
the United States, include protection to all 
officers, agents and employees of this Bu- 
reau in the exercise of thc"'dutics imposed 
upon, them by the bill. In cloven States it 
is further to- extend over all cases aifccling 
frecdtncn or. refugees discriminated against 
by local Ian*/ custom, or prejudice. In those 
eleven States'tho bill subjects any white per- 
son who may be charged with depriving tt 
freed man of any civil rights or immunities 
belonging to any white persons, to imprison- 
ment or tine, or both, without, however, de- 
fining tho civil rights and immunities .which 
arc thus to be secured to the frceomen by 
military law." This military jurisdiction also 
extends to all questions that :may sriso re- 
specting contrnctH, Tho op-en t who is thus 
:o.excrcise the office, of;milltnry ; judge, may 
se a stranger, ignorant of the laws of-the 
place, and «poa«d to th* error* of judgmmt 


whiijh provision is made tn tlie bill.

support of indigent persons in tlie United 
Stales, was never contemplated by the au- 
thors of the constitution, or can any good 
reason be advanced why, as a permanent es- 
tablishment, it should be established for one 
class or color of our people more than any 
other. 
Pending the war, many refugees and 


freedmen received support from tbc'^ovcrn- 
ment, but it wns never intended that they 
should henceforth be fed, clothed, educated 
und sheltered by the United States. 
The 


idea on which slaves were iissi.sted to freedom, 
was that, on becoming free, they would bo a 
seli-sustaining population ; uny legislation 
tlmt shall imply tlmt they are uot expected 
to attain n self-sustaining condition, must 
have a tendency injurious alike 
to their 


character and prosperity. 
Thu appointment 


of an agent for every coanty and parish will 
create an immense patronage, and the ex- 
pense of numerous ollicers and thuir clerks, 
to bo appointed by thu President, will bo 
great in the beginning with a tendency stead- 
ily to increase, 
The appropriations asked 


by the Frecdtnen's Bureau, as established 
lor the year 1800, amounts to §11,145,000". 
[t may be safely estimated that Iho cofit to 
be incurred under the pending bill, will re- 
quire double that amount •, moro than the 
entire sum expended in any ono year under, 
the administration of the second Adams. If 
the presence- of agents in every pariah and 
county' is lobe considered a war measure,
